When you did not call m. as you said you would after the ^edditt re-interview I 
assumed that whether or not with something from him to follow up you might have gone 
to Memphis for the observance. You still were not home tonight. 

fou know I had some questions of fact with regard to Hedditt but attributed them 
to the normal workings of the mind, normal even for police intelligence officers. 

1 have had access to Dane's account of what one is led to be bis-aicne interview 
with Hedditt. No matter how much I distrust Dane there are omissions and errors in it 
that I cannot attribute to the frailty of htmar. recall. 

There are substantive differences. As I recall "edditt told you he was introduced 
to this Secret Service agent from Washington. In Lane’s account he is not. In D bup 'f- 
your checking with Secret Service is assigned to ^editt’a personal investigation. 

Whatever he told you Dane says that Dedditt told laua Richmond was there only to 
spy on Reditt. Not like if not impossible. The heroics arc showing. With an irrational 
exaggeration of Redditt as the lone protector from the distance and his plan not 
including what you said, the perimeter plan. 

Lane makes a single reference to you, where he uses your Invader story, uses this 

to attack yours credibility and to say you are in error about the infiltration. % does 
do some stretheing, even for Lane. He quotes "ohn ^^mith and the Tri-State one, sis 
selectively and in a way that inspires belief there were among the finks. 

When he gets back to the -^edcitt story there is no mention of you, no indication 
of the Newsday piece on it, all pretense that it is exclusive end ori ginal with the 
most intrepid of investigators, Dark Lane. 

Naturally nobody had ever spoken to Doixoffian beforam either. It says. 

Pretty dirty. Prentice-Hall knew. I sent xeroxes of your pieces and have their 
letter of thanks. Also brief's letter to Dew ^imes.
